Farmers’ Taxes 


You often hear stories of the millions 
af dollars contributed to humanity’s 
wealth hy the humble hen, how for ex- 
ample the hens of the United States 
can pay off that country’s national delt 
in three months, and so on. Stories, 
bigger and equally true, though far less 
cheerful, could be told of the riches 
lost to us every year hy the hundreds 
of diseases that infect our various 
crops. They tax the people of this 
continent hundreds of millions yearly, 
yet we raise no great fuss atiout it. 
Vhis is just as well, for it would be 
quite useless. Science is a great bene- 
factor of ours, and points out many 
useful remedies, but it never stamps 
out one of these big relentless tax gath- 
erers, and shows no likelihood of being 
alile to do so. 

These diseases have several. ways of 
getting themselves spread, ‘The rusts 
which attack the various grains, for in- 
stance, are thought to be carried some - 
times for hundreds of miles by the wing 
and though favored by bad weather 
very often, are not, as many think, 
coused by it. If the seeds were not 
there, nothing could produce the dis. 
ease. 

sAuother great class of beings that are 
eternally robbing man of the fruits of 
his labors and the gifts of nature is to 
be found in the insect world. Hun- 
dreds of varieties of insects also tax the 
people of this continent to the tune of 
hundreds of millions yeariy, yet as in 
the other case, we are helpless to ex- 
terminate the foe. Indeed in some 
cases, like that of the potato Lug, we 
are powerless to stop their spreading 
Over the country, as the insect just 
mentioned is steadily doing. ‘There is 
but one way, hitherto hit upon, to 
stamp them out, and that is to starve 
them to death by ceasing to grow the 
food they live on. But we want that 
for our own food, and thuy that p.an 
18 impracticable. 

It is true that a noxious insect could 
be stamped out for sume yearsinad :- 
trict, if all the growers in that district 
could he induced to unite in ceasin. to 
drow the plant it preys on = ‘This 
would be a most effective method and 
its good effects would last for years, but 
uufortunately no such agreement has 
ever yet been brought about in any 
district It is ubvious too that the 
Outside members of such a district 
would gain comparatively little benefit 
from it, for the insects from the adjoin 
ing lands would soon migrate to them 

Nevertheless, as is well known, a 
farmer can do himseifa great deal of 
good, when he finds his land infested 
by an insect preying on any particular 
crop, by desisting trom growing that 
crop and all plants allied to it, tor 
some time. He will thus starve to 
death thousands if not millions of the 
Insect that ts causing him losses. In 


fact, One of the most cogent arguments 


which can he brought forward in favor 
of rotation of crops is the destructive 
effect it hus on insects, discases, and 
lastly, the third great enemy of the far 
mer, weeds, For weeds which f.ourish 
and multiply with one crop will starve 
or can be stamped out in other ways 
with another crop. But the reader is 
too well acquainted with the uses of ro 
tation of crops to render it necessary 
to enlarge on the subject. 

No, the farmer’s war with his three 
big enemies, insects, weeds, and “dis 
ease will almost certainly be eternal, 
but the more vigorous the fight he puts 
up, and the keener the watch, the 
greater his reward,

upon the amount of money to be made 
ina year.
